It appears that it 
is only those whom the “Colonie” 
unite In sneering at as “low American,” 
who are unconsicous of the shame 
attaching to American nativity. The 
American who is not “low” attempts 
by every stratagem, artifice and device 
to be taken for anything else than an 
American, oftenest that he is an Eng- 
lishman, since it is next to impossible 
to escape detection in claiming to bea 
Parisian. The well-bred American 
residing in Paris, who addresses later 
arrivals as ‘‘you Americans,” may 
‘“‘resent’’ any open attack on his coun- 
try; he may talk of wealth, prosperity, 
ingenuity and enterprise, but secretly 
he wishes he had been born elsewhere, 
It you care to make him your friend 
for life, tell him he has been taken for 
an Englishman.

TAX-PAYERS MEETING. 


It is proposed to call a tax-payers 


meeting at an carly day, in order to 
determine upon some decisive action 
in relation to the extravagance and 
extortion of our county officers. This 
course has been talked of for some 
time upon the theory that the proper 
officers wou!d take no action in the 
matter. It was hoped, however, that 
something might be done by officials 
who have sworn to protect the inter- 
ests of the county, and hence the mat- 
ter was deferred. 

It now appears, however, that if 
taxes are to be lessened or expenses de- 
creased in any way, it must be done 
through civil and perhaps criminal 
prosecutions. The grand jurors wlio 
reported the corrupt: state of affairs 
now existing, also feel that 
they owe some allegiance to them- 
selves in this matter, and will defend 
their names against the spiteful in- 
sults of the offenders by vindicating 
their position in the courts. The offi- 
cers have confessed themselves 
equally censurable, by not moving in 
the matter, and the theory has been 
advanced that private citizens must 
assume the role of public prosecutors 
or nothing can be done. In other 
words, men who get their bread for 
protecting this county, have neglected 
or abused their positions, and that, 
too, with so much zeal and regulraity 
that they are now unable to prose- 
cute offenders. Jgthen becomes the 
unpleasant duty of citizens to do the 
work needed. Ithas been given out 
that the grand juries were influenced 
by malice, politics, spite, idiocy and 
every other cause. It then becomes 
their duty to vindicate themselves, 
and show no more charity to those 
who are constantly striking in the 
dark. 

It has been shown clearly that illegal 
charges have been made and allowed 
against the county. . Many of these 
have been confessed. In no instance, 
however, has an officer moved to re- 
fund the money. Inaction has been 
the only alternate with abuse, and will- 
' ful misrepresentation, and these are 
the methods employed to cancel serious 
accusations. It now becomes the 
privilege of tax-payers to adjudicate 
for themselves, appoint a committee to 
abjust claims against officers, formally 
demaud payment of the same, and if 
they are not prompily paid, institute 
Civil and criminal! suits against the ef- 
fenders. 

Due notice will be given of the time 
and place for holding this meeting, 
and we expect to see every szction of 
county well represented.

THE HARRINCTON CASE. 
The court-house is comfortably filled 
all the time with eager listeners to the 
testimony in the Harrington case. 
The following jury was secured for the 
trial of the cause: James M. Flanna- 
gan, Geo. A. Small, Charles Borden 
E. La Chapelle, F. M. Payne, Samuel 
Cohn, M. T. Coatts, D. D. Bowen, 
John Dixon, Jr., W. Ross, Frank 
Mesher, W. H. Getchell. On motien 
of plaintiffs counsel, the following 
witnesses for defendant were placed 
under the rules: Con Sullivan, Daniel 
Haniel Harrington, Timothy Harring- 
ten, Wm. Smith, Michael Towhey. 
Following are. witnesses for the State: 
Jerry Sullivan, C. Il. Gelusha, Joseph 
Bogg, Charles Merrow, R. R. Parkin- 
son, Henry Simpson, Michael Twoley, 
W. E. Judd, Peter. Wood, Michaei 
Carrol, Wm. Armstrong, Sheriff Swift. 
The following witnesses for State 
have been examined: Charles Merrow, 
C. H. Gelusha, Henry Simpson, W. E. 
Judd, Michael Carrol, Peter Wood, 
R. R. Parkinson. Mr. Parkinson was 
called for the purpose of testifying to 
a statement made to him by Harring- 
ton, and published in the Nevada 
Tribune. Mr. Woodburn objected to 
the printed document in question, and 
quite an interesting argumert ensued. 


Shortly after 9 a. mM. Thursday 
Miss Julia Regan, the young lady who 
was “innocently yet principally the 
cause of the death of J. C. Sullivan, 
took the witness stand. She is a very 
pleasant looking young lady of nearly 
seventeen years of age, and resides 
with her mother and stepfatherat Vir- 
ginia City. We did not hear all of her 
testimony, but from the part which 
we heard we gather the following ac 
part of her evidence: Jas. Harrington 
and myself were first engaged to marry 
about two years ago; my cousur John 
C. Sullivan, who was killed, advised 
me not to marry the defendant, be- 
cause he (Harrington) was a hard case; 
John was my cousin, and ‘I thought 
much of him and looked upon him as 
a protector of mine; he often visited 
our family; I knew him about four 
years; I am friendly toward Harring- 
ton, too, but don’t like one or two 
things which he did. . The witness 
was not asked what these things were 
as they related, of course, to what is 
kncwn to all parties. 

Con Sullivan, the stepfather of Miss 
Regan, was then called. The substance 
of his evidence is as follows: I have 
known Harrington for many jyears; a 
few days before the killing the deceas- 


ed asked me for a pistol or a knife, | 


saying that Harringtonintended marry- 
ing his consin, and that he would die 
himself or kill Harrington, before she 
should marry him; I told the de- 
ceased that he must be crazy, and did 
not let him have any weapons. On 
the evening of the shooting, July 22d, 
1876, he went into Dan Harrington’s 
saloon, where John Sullivan and 
several others were at the time. All 
took a drink and John and Harington 
seon entered into an augry discussion; 
both went out of the saloon and = con- 
tinued their conversation, and came 
neat having a fight; Harrington drew 
his pistol, but I came between them 
and took John into the saloon; inside 
of the saloon John was kept by his 
friends, but tried to go outside, also 
saying that he would go to Harrington 
if he was cut to pieces; John had been 
drinking; about 5 or 10 minutes after, 
John went outside and had been there 
some three minutes when the firing be- 
gan; Sullivan was about 24 years old. 

M. Twoley, the bar-tender, was the 
next witness, but gave no evidence of 
special interest, save as to the loud 
and boisterous talk of Sullivan. 

Geo. Winecoop next testified, but 
did not see the shooting and kvew 
little of the affair. 

Wm. Smith was the next witness. 
He testified that he heard an unknown 
man, while passing him on the eve 
ning ef July 19th, say: “‘I’ll fix the 
s— b— to-night.” Saw this man talk 
to Harrington and whilst so doing saw 
him pull something from his vest; saw 
Sullivan after his death, and think 
that he was the man who passed me 
on the evening of the 19th. 

The deposition of A. B-—, of Tus- 
carora, Was read in evidence immedi- 
ately after the assembling of court at 
1 o'clock. 


The circumstances of the murder of 
John C. Sullivan are these: Jas. Har- 
rington was an ex-State Prison bird, 
and was known by the deceased -to be 
a bad man. Uarrington met a Miss 
Julia Regan, a girl of fourteen years 
who was yet wearing short dresses, and 
who was a cousin of Sullivan. Har- 
rington went to see her and it was not 


once enemies. 


long until they were engaged to be 
married. Sullivan saw that his cousin 
was about to commit a very rash act, 
and so advised her. She of course 
told Harrington, and the men were at 
On the evening of July 
22d, 1876, they met at Daniel Harring- 
ton’s saloon. Sullivan was in- liquor 
and felt very bitterly toward Harring- 
ton. They quarreled, and Harrington 
hung around the saloon until he ob- 
tained a slight pretext for shooting the 
deceased. The shooting wascowardly 
nor had he any excuse for murdering 
the poor young man who had his 
cousin's good alone at heart. 

In December, '76, Harrington was 
tried in the First District Court and 
sentenced to be hanged, but a new 
trial was obtained because the objec- 
tion to Harrington’s testifying that he 
was afraid of his life at the hand of 
Sullivan, sustained by the Court. 
The Supreme Court took a different 


view of the matter and granted him a. 


new. trial. A jury could net be ob- 
tained in Storey, and the case was by 
a change of venue, transfered to this 
Court. |

The number of horses in the United 
States is estimated at 8,000,000 IIli- 
nois ranking first in number of equi- 
nes, New York next, with over a 
half million; then Ohio, Missouri, 
Pennsylvania, Texas, Iowa, Indiana, 
and Kentuckey. The number of 
horses in the New England States is 
estimated at 5,000,000, Maine having 
the largest number, and Massachusetts 
next. The farm or workhorses of 
Maine and Vermont are noted through- 
out the land The farmer who breeds 
horses knows his own interest well 
enough to study the tastes of the 
community, and to breed up to them. 
Speed is, to be sure, only one of the 
many qualities, which are essential to 
a good roadster, and size, style, action, 
temper, form, constitution, and en- 
during qualities are equally important 
in making a general estimate. of. the 
character of horses. The horses,raised 
in Maine are, generally speaking, fine 
specimens of the equine race. So are 
these imported from Vermont and 
Canada, the latter having peculiarites 
of their own, quite distinct from the 
thorough New England animal. The 
weight of a good roadster may vary 
from 950 te 1,100 pounds. For or- 
dinary purposes un the road and for 
general work an old horse dealer tells 
us that from 1,000 to 1,1000 pounds 
is heavy enough. A large sized herse 
would not be found serviceable in 
horse-cars, omnibuses or hacks, and 
certainly not in the buggy or light 
carriage. A heavy horse will not 
last as long over the hard pavements 
of the city, as a medium-sized one. 
The practice now conforms te . this 
rule, we believe, as strangers especially

What Property is Taxable. 


The State Controller has sent to the 
differentCounty Assessors of this State 
the following instructions, defining 


what property may be taxed for State 


and county purposes: 


All property in the State. not abso- 
lutely for public use, except mort- 
gages,, including the private property 
of fire and military companies, private 
school-houses, private hospitals, ete. ; 
also, churches, chapels, and other 
buildings for religious worship, with 
their furniture and equipments; also, 
the property of Masons, Odd Fellows, 
and other benevolent and charita- 
ble institutions; also, all the prop- 
erty of widows, orphan children, etc. 
In fact, no property in the State is ex- 
empt from assessment and taxation, 
unless it is specifically mentioned in 
the law. |

HAT CITIZENS SHOULD KNOW. 


Vhere are a great many customs 
ow prevailing in the court-house of 
this county which might be corrected 
with profit to tax-payers, Two grand 
juries have reported the facts alluded 
to, and there the matter has stopped. 
The Commissioners have concluded 
that these matters cannot be corrected 
in many instances. The District At- 
torney sides with himself,“and no of- 
ficer accused has deemed any repara- 
tion necessary. It becomes the duty 
of citizens to think of this situation 
carefully. Charges. have been made 
which do not take on gloss. They can 
not be varnished or polished out of 
sight, but demand decisive treatment. 
Two bodies drawn from the assess- 
ment rolls have condemned, and now 
the citizens ought to know whether 
such practices can be passed over their 
vetoes. Fermer officers and the law 
which governed them have both been 
misrepresented in order to justify ob- 
noxious practices. Good citizens have 
been abused because they dared to 
question the acts ef their servants, and 
the criticisms upon official conduct 
have been sneered at by the offenders 
themselves. 

Washoe county, which has always 
enjoyed the highest reputation of any 
in the State, now becomes a laughing 
stock, and all because she can not cor- 
rect practicss which are leading her 
into bankruptcy. There is a strong 
impression among tax-payers that their 
business is in the hands of a ring, and 
they should learn how powerful the 
ring may be. Popular indignation 
should force that restitution which has 
been refused, and popular scorn should 
follow those who impede justice. 
When laws have been broken, there is 
certainly some officer who ought to 
vindicate them. What officer is this, 
and why is he so tardy? These are 
things which citizens should know. 


UNFAIR CRITICISM. 


The press of Stockton and other in- 
land towns, have taken quite a severe 
course with the Crosbie-Meader com- 
bination, which is traveling with John 
E. Owens asstar. We havem our pes- 
session a small bill which still remains 
unreceipted, but we do not believe 
that Crosbie and Meader were really 
accountable for the omission.

The period of activity in the sale of 
beef cattle is now over, and, but few 
cattle will be sent from this State to Cal- 
ifornia before next September. The 
grass is growing finely, but will not 
make rich and tender meat until it has 
somewhat matured, hence, we shall 
soon be compelled to eat tougher beef 
than usual, until abeut next Aug- 
ust. Beef cattle are. becoming scarce 
and as a consequence beef will advance 
in price. 

Hogs and sheep are scarce already, 
and pork and mutton of a good qual- 
ity find a ready sale in market. Some 
complainthas been made that many 
hogs in this valley are dying, They 
are fat and to all appearances are 
healthy, but get short of breath, pant 
afew minutes and suddenly fall over 
dead. Wesuspect that this is con- 
fined to few places and must result 
from some defect in feed. If such be 
the case this swine pest will only be 
of short duration. Most of the hogs 
for this market and Virginia city come 
from California.

| Copper Shipment. 

Mr. Andrew Griffin Monday morn- 
ing shipped 4,400 pounds of copper 
ore from the Bevelheimer mine to 
Dayton. This ore contains about fifty 
per cent. of copper, and assays near 
$50 to the ton 1n silver. At Dayton, 
however, no account ef the silver. is 
taken, and the copper is manufactured 
into cupric sulphate, or bluestone, as 
it is called in the market. The ex- 
pense of shipping this ore from the 
mine, which is about eleven miles 
north of Reno, to the Mound House 
and thence to Dayton, and for a first 
roasting, all of which expense the 
shipper must bear, is $23 per ton. 
The ainount which is called a ton is 
the old English gross ton, plus one 
hundred pounds, or 2,350 pounds. 
Mr. Griffin, with all this expense, will, 
clear over $50 per ton. The Bevel- 
heimer is not a large mine as yet de- 
veloped, but Mr. G. thinks it will 
prove a fine piece ef property. He 
has spent all of his money in the 
mines of this county, having full faith 
that there are good mines here, and 
that they will pay if developed. We 
wish Capt. Griffin entire success, for 
he merits it.

men and Colored citizens. 

That relying upon the justice of our 
cause, we ask the sympathy of all the 
workingmen of the State and every 
true lover of popular constitutional 


government. | 

The occasion for these strong ex- 
pressions on the part of the workings- 
men arose from the letting by the 
Steamboat and Truckee Canal Com- 
pany of a contract to a Chinese com- 
pany of San Francisco, to construct a 
canal or large irrigating. ditch which 
will extend from a point near Verdi to 
a point near Brown's station on the V. 
& T. R.R. The contract was adver- 
tised for bids from any responsible 
party or company. The lowest bid 
was made, as may be ioferred from 
the above, by a Chinese company, for 
$36,000. Mr. Everett, who put in a 
bid for $36,800, would not agree to 
employ none but white men, and 
therefore the workingmen no longer 
consider his bid. The next lowest 
white man’s bid was something near 
$40,000. The workingmen feel, and 
this feeling is shared very generally by 
our citizens, that an injustice has been 
done to them, since those who let this 
contract are white men, have made 
their money in this county from white 
men, and in their own class are found 
many honest white men who want 
work and are willing to labor at very 
low wages. Further, they are in 
great need of employment, and are 
residents of this county, where they 
propose to continue to reside and 
apend theirmoney. The ditch trus- 
tees will hold a meeting next Monday 
in this town, at which meeting they 


will hear the committee appointed to 
present the claims and solicitations of 
the workingmen.

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Bear Hunting. 
(Russia and the Rusians. | ' 
The following singular means of cap- 
turing or killing the bear is said to 
be frequently practiced by Russian 


. peasants who cannot procure firearms. 


As is Well known the bear has a fond- 
ness of honey, and will track his way 
a great distance to where the wild bees 
have filled some hollow tree. Their 
sting cannot hurt him, and they and 
their stores are entirely at his mercy. 
In a forest known te contain bears, 
the hunters examine all the hollow 
trees, till they discover a wild bee-hive. 
A branch ofthe tree is then chosen, 
directly over the hole; ifno such branch 
a peg is driven into the trunk. To 
this peg a strong cord is fastened, and 
to the end of the cord a heavy stone 
or a cannon ball is suspended, at about 
half a foot from theground. The bear 
in his researches comes upon the treas- 
ures of honey. The ponderous bar- 
ries obstructs and incommodes him a 
good deal. He is an irritable brute— 
in such cases one of the most irritable 
and stupid in the forest. He begins 
by shoving the weight to one side; 
but it presses against his head, and he 
gives it aslight knock to free himself 
from the inconvenience. It recoils a 
moment and he receives a smart tap 
on the ear. His temper is aroused, 
and he again pushes off the hard and 
heavy mass, but more violently; he 
gets rather a heavy blow on the side 
of his skull on its return. He lLe- 
comes furious, and with a powerfil 
jerk sends the rock swinging away. 

The pendulum cannot be the first 
to tire ot this game; and it isa game 
in which the blows are felt on one 
side exclusively. The bear alone suf- 
fers; and the point is that he suffers 
as much by the blows he gives as by 
those he gets. He takes double pun- 
ishment. His very retaliations are all 
against himself; and fur every furious 
push which makes his skull ache, he 
receives an immediate equivalent, 
which makes it ache again. At last 
his rage is unbounded; he hugs the 
block; he strikesit; he bites it; but 
whenever he would thrust his head 
into the hive, back on his ear falls the 
obstruction, against which his terrible 
hug or the blows of his paw are of no 
avail. The brute is maddened. He 
faces his strange and pertinacious tor- 
mentor, and once more makes it re- 
bound from hisskull. But back again 
it swings like a curse, which returns 
upon the head from which it started. 
The bear falls exhausted under these 
reiterated blows, one more violent 
than another; and if he be sot dead, 
the hunters, who have watched the 
contest from their hiding place, soon 
dispatch him.

| How to Smoke Cigrrs. 


For the benefit of our many friends 
of the fraternity of smokers, we re- 
| produce the following excellent advice 
‘ft om the Boston Courier: 
| The best cigars may be spoiled by 
'bad smoking. Chewing and smoking 
are incompatible with each other if at- 
‘tempted at the same time. We have 
seen men worry a cigar until it became 
a disgusting object. The smoker 
should remember tae advice of the fine 
old master of the gentle craft, Izaak 
Walton, in regard to playing a treut: 
“Treat it gently, as though you loved 
it.’ So deal with the cigar. First, 
with a sharp knife cut off as cleanly as 
possible a traverse section about a 
quarter of an inch from the small end, 
if you would avoid being troubled 
with particles of tobacco between your 
lips the whole time of smoking. Avoid 
also the filthy practice of licking the 
cigar, at one time common. It 1s al- 
ways unnecessary and nasty and often 
spoils the cigar, which should be dry, 
especially in the wrapping leaf, as it. 
is upon the excellence and fragrance 
of the outer leaf that much of the fla- 
vor of the cigar depands. Light the 
end thoroughly, using, whenever it is 
convenient, a flame. De not com 


: 


mence to smoke a cigar only half lit.} 


Keep the cigar out of a draft. It is 
difficult to taste the fragrance of deli- 
cate tobacco in the — air. Smoke 
gently, and be careful to avoid the 
cigar burning down one side, or to 
burn under the wrapping leaf without 
igniting it. In the latter case all fla- 
vor is at once lost, and a bitter taste 
of the tobacco, charred, but not burned 
so as to eliminate the essential oils, is 
the result. 
be relit without serious disadvantage, 
but a cigar lighted a second time after 
becoming cold is. generally nauseous.
